The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the J2th November 1949, relate to 190 
towns with an estimated population of 23,780 thousands* 
The total number of towns is 224 and their population is 
27,293 thousands. Thus 85% of the total number of towns 
representing 87% of the total population is covorod in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 19,460 and 10,052 representing birth and 
death rates of 42 ' 6 and 22‘0 per thousand of population 
respectively . 

(A) Indian Provinces.— The data here relate to 168 towns 
with an estimated population of 21,293 thousands. Informa- 
tion for Bihar and Assam could not be included. The 
total number of towns is 192 and their population is 23,759 
thousands. Thus 85% of the total number of towns represent- 
ing 97% of the total population is covered* The numbers of bir- 
ths and deaths reoordod in those towns were 17,721 and 9,158 
representing birth and death rates of 43 3 and 22 d) per 
thousand of population respectively. The table at the end 


gives the position by provinces. 

The towDs of Pandharpnr in Bombay, Budaun and 
Banaras in U* P, and Yeotmal in C. P. recorded high death 
rates of 73 '1, 52’ 9, 53 '2 and 57 ’0 respectively. In Pan- 
dharpur and Budaun, the high death rates were mainly 
due to deaths from fevers and respiratory diseases. In 
Banaras and Yeotmal, the high death rates Were largely 
due to deaths from fevers, 

(B) Unions and States * — The data here relate to 
27 towns with an estimated population of 2,487 thousands - 
Tho total number of towns is 32 and thoir population is 3,534 
thousands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 70% of the total population is covered. The 
numbors of births and deaths reoorded in these towns were 
1,739 and 899 representing birth and death rates of 36*4 and 
18*8 per thousand of population respectively* No town 
reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of
